PROTEIN TAKES FIRST PLACE 


"To most of us the word pro- 


tein means animal food—meat 
fish, eggs, milk, cheese. They do 
furnish the highest quality pro- 
teins, but cereal grains, (iriec 
peas and beans and nuts are alsc 
good sources of protein. Eggs and 
milk are two of the best."

SMALL-BUT MIGHTY— 


MINERALS 


The two most likely minerals 


to be lacking in our daily food 
are calcium and iron. Calcium 
goes chiefly into bones and teeth 
but the smaller amount in blood 
and muscle is just as imporlant 
A quart of milk supplies the cal 
cium a child needs every day. A 
pint gives an adult a good start 01 
his. In other parts of the worlt 
where milk is scarce, strange food 
habits have grown up. The Elski 
mos gnaw away on ends of bones 
the Japanese eat the softened 
bones of fish, and Lhe Chinese use 
soy ban curd, 


Rich sources of iron are lean 


meats, egg yolks, green vege- 
tables, dried fruit, potatoes, whole 
grain and enriched cereals. liver,' 
once a week, brings up the aver- 
age and beef or pork liver is as 
good as calves liver. Iron means 
good red blood. 


VITAMIN A 


Vitamin A is found in fish liver 


oil. and in such foods as butter, 
fortified margarine, egg yolk, and 
liver. But your body can make 
its own Vitamin A from the yellow 
color—called carotene—of the yel- 


fruits; even the canned juicw re- 
Lain thi§ vitamin. Tomato juice,

Pineapple 


juice contains only a quarter as 
much ascorbic acid as the citrus 
fruits.

Ascrobic 
acid 
is easily de- 


stroyed, depending upon the rnclh- 
od of cooking. It is soluble in 
water and goes down the drain 
when cooking water is thrown 
away. We cannot store much Vita- 
min C in the body, we need citrus 
or raw vegetables every day. 


BREAKFAST 


After more lhan twelve hours 


without food we do well to break 
the fast with a breakfast Break- 
fast may include fruit, cereal, 
milk, buttered toast, eggs, ana 
coffee 
for adults. The fruit can 


change with the season.- Cooked 
dark cereals fiive most for our 
money although the whole grain 
ready-prepared c e r e a l s are 
equally nutritious. Milk on your 
cereal, by the slass, or as cocoa. 
tarts the day'.-, quota. A pouched 
"US on toast may complete the 
meal, or the egg may replace the 
ereal if both are too much. 


LUNCH 


Lunch may be eaten at home, 


or bought at a lunch counter or 
cafeteria. Wherever it is eaten, 
akc your 
time!

unch" habit is hard on digestion 
and disposition. The main dish 
may be a fruit or vegetable salad.

The finish must be applied to 
jther new wood or old wood from 
t'hich the paint or varnish has 
x-tn removed. It will be a clear 
inish, allowing the grain of the 
wood to show through, but it will 
make the wood slightly darker 
han it naturally Is. Buy a good 
luality turpentine and the type 
if linseed oil called "boiled," 


Apply the mixture with a cloth 


ir a dry, clean brush. As soon 
is it has been applied, go over 
the wood with a dry cloth, re- 
moving all the excess oil. Do not 
rub, 
just run the cloth over the 


wood so that the excess oil is 
picked up. 


After about half an hour, take 


another dj-y cloth and start rub- 


ing. You can not rub too long 
r too hard. If you get tired, put 
he cloth down and come back 
o it a while later. 


Wait a week and give the wood 


another dry-cloth rubdown. And 
he week after that, do the isame 
thing. What you are doing with 


tins rubbing is hasteninfl the 


development of n satin finish, that 
vood ordinarily gets only after 
m;iny years of tcndL-r care. 


The finish can be given new life

When in the course of human events your good 


wife deems it necessary to hold the first barbecue 
of the season a considerable amount of preliminary 
work and thought is in the offing. 


Counting as unworthy the notion that she has 


only planned this to force you to clean up the patio 
— the patio cleaning must be done. 


For some people Ihis may mean only a brief 


fracas with broom and hose. To many more this 
is a major project involving excavation of debris, 
back-breaking sessions with rake and shovel, and 
profanity-speckled reconstruction of yard furniture 
that v/as stored for the winter. 


In at least one case known lo this depart- 


ment it will involve finally getting around to 
taking the Christmas tree to the dump. 


If you have one of those fancy brickwork bar- 


becues the cleaning of this will be a chore in itself. 
Last year's collection of ashes, half-burned char- 
coal, old steak bones and scorched beer cans will 
make this a particularly unlovely job. 


The grille will be rusty and need scouring and 


there will likely be trouble remembering where you 
stored the spit and the motor last Fall. 


If you use one of Ihose portable barbecues you 


may find that a leg nr a wheel has dropped off 
and that the caked grdasc will have to be removed 
the hard way.

Some people find it easier to buy a new 


barbecue each year and leave the old one in the 
basement or the garage. In time, this habit will 
fill up the basement or the garage with Old bar- 
becues and this looks very quaint, indeed. 


So much for the preliminary work. Now for 


the thoughts. No. 1, who will we invite? and No. 
2, what will we serve0 


You do the thinking in this order because the 


identity of the guests will determine the menu. For 
relatives hamburgers and hot dogs are good enough. 
If the boss is coming porterhouse steak is indi- 
cated. 


If you are smart and experienced there will be 


no doubt about whom you will ask to share the 
initial charred meats of the season. You will make 
it a neighborhood affair.

When the smoke of the first burnt ottering 


for the year is wafted on the breeze the noses 
of all the neighbors will turn toward it just like 
so many pointer dogs. You might as well have 
them over. There is nothing more wistful than 
the drooping back of n neighbor 
carefully 


turned toward the barbecue to which he was 
not invited. 


There arc other advantages. You can borrow 


the charcoal you forgot to buy and the number of 
available ice cubes is determined in direct ratio to 
the number of neighbors invited. 


Moreover, if you have lost your finesse as a 


Chef during the winter layoff the neighbors are 
never highly critical. 


Best of all, this plan will automatically make 


you eligible for a chain of neighborhood barbecues 
at which someone ch;e will burn their hands. 


From this poinl; on, all you need to worry 


about is the weather, the money, and the prob- 
able capacities of your guests. 


In connection with the latter you will probably 


recall the hard-won knowledge that a lavish display 
of potato chips, crackers, cheese and salami works 
well to take the edge off voracious appetites al- 
though it tends to increase the consumption of beer 
or other beverages. 


When the happy day arrives it is a good idea to 


start trying to light the charcoal long before any- 
one arrives. You may have forgotten that it is a 
characteristic of charcoal to appear stubbornly 
fireproof at the crucial time. 


It is also advisable to refrain from donning your 


spotless white apron and Chef's cap until you are 
finished fiddling with the charcoal — otherwise 
they won't be so spotless. 


On the Peninsula the guests and a sharp, 


cold wind are apt to arrive together. Don't mind 
this. If you remember, it's par for the course.
